The major lifted a long white envelope from 
his desk This came from Nairobi twenty 
minutes after Winters broke jail. As you know 
he was convicted of killing two native, for 
their gold He claimed that it wa, hi, partner 
Jeff Doughtery who was the killer and that 
he knew nothing about it.
